A REAL BENEFIT 
TO LAX FIGURES

OR those of you who cannct 

take advantage of such bene- 
ficial forms of exercise as skat- 
ing and swimming, I recommend 
a few carefully chosen exercises 
that will improve your posture 
and make use of as many mus- 
cles as possible. See that you £o 
about the exercises enthusiastic- 
ally and regularly. however, or 
half their value will be lost. 

These muscles are especially 
planned to strengthen the mus- 
cles of the spine, since mo:t fig- 
ure defects, such as a sagging 
abdomen. accumulations of fat 
around the buttocks, pads of 
flesh around the shoulders and 
‘even sagging, flat chests can be 
traced to weak, crooked backs.

Bring the right knee up to 
the chest, then extend the entire 
leg upward and backward as far 
as you can, keeping the back flat. 
Lower the chest until it almost 
touches the floor. Return to the 
first position and do the same 
with the left leg. This exercise is 
good for the entire body, giving 
balance and poise, strengthening 
the back and reducing too plump 
hips. Do six times with each 
leg. 

3. This one is good for the 
muscles of the thighs, back and 
shoulders. Lie flat on the floor 
thoroughly relaxed. Now slowly 
raise the. feet simultaneously, 
knees straight and the _ toes 
pointed. Turn your heels out 
slightly, as this gives you a nat- 
ural toed-in position.

Joe Byrns, Now Sixty-five, Promises to Be ar 
ww . Energetic Speaker of the House 


"HE Honorable Joseph W. 
4 Byrns, of Tennessee, used to 
be the watchdog of the Appro- 
priations Committee down in 
Washington, but now, as the new 
Speaker, he lookg over the whole 
House of Representatives and 
tries to keep straightened out his 
large—and somewhat unwicldy— 
Democratic majority. His friends 
think ‘“‘Work Horse Joe” is the 
man for the job, for he remains 
vigorous and alert, despite sixty- 
five years of strenuous life. His 
motto is: “Tend to business,” 
and the House, in voting for him, 
knew that. 

Joe Byrns was born near Ce- 
dar Hill, Robertson County, Ten- 
nessee, July 20, 1869. The fam- 
jly had been brought to a cordi- 
-tion of poverty by the Civil War 
and during the days of Recon- 
struction young Joe had to take 
his turn at hoeing in the hot sun 
all day or plowing behind the 
long-eared mules. 

Wie went to a smail country 
school and then spent a couvle 
of terms at Vanderoilt Academy. 
Ambition hit him, he decided to 
study law. Taking all the money 
he could earn on the farm and in 
the general store in the Summer, 
he entered Vanderbilt “aw 
School. He came safely through 
this difficult study, being: gradu- 
ated in 1890. os 


The young lawyer somewhat 
fearfully hung up ns chingte in 
Nashville, and found his fears 
realized. ‘There was no business. 
No telling what Byrns would 
have done in this dilemma had 


not an old soldier tricid come 
along and suggested that he run 
for the Legislature. With such 
help we was elected in 1895 and 
served for six years. 

About this time the Byrns ar- 
dor for politics cooled, but it was 
rekindled again in 1908, when he 
plunged into a Congressional 
race and came out in front. No 
sooner did he arrive in Washing- 
ton than Byrns began to find 
himself on committees. Uncle 
Joe Cannon appointed him to the 
Indian Affairs Committee and 
Champ Clark put him on the 
Appropriations Commiftee. Here 
he did yeoman work when lost 
of the responsibility for war ex- 
penditures fell on his shoulders. 

When the Republican party 
came into power Byrns was al- 
most as busy as ever, for Speaker 
Longworth leaned on him heav- 
ily for advice. He hecame Chair- 
man of the Appropriations Come 
mittee in 2931, and his ascent to 
the Speakership is a perfectly 
logical step. Joe Byrns promises 
to “keep the boys busy.”

Too Oftea Brings Monotony

‘SHE tantalizing odors that es- 
~ cape from the kitchen to whet 
in: appetite are usually those of 


cooking meat. There is something 


cbout the rich. flavor of meat 
cven though it is one of the 
cheaper, less tender cuts, which 


“ives a meal “body” and makes 
‘s difficult to find a substitute. 

With such a variety of meat 
from which to choose—many cuts 
of beef, veal, lamb, mutton, pork 
and the cured and_ processed 
meats—you can make every meal 
tempting and economical. It is. 
usually wise to take advantage of 
the weekend specials that most 
butcher shops offer, but do not 
minke the mistake of serving one 
kind of meat too often just be- 
cause your family likes it. 

You should also remember to 
plan the appetizers, salads, vege- 
tables and desserts that go. best 
with the particular type of meat 
you are serving. Avoid monotony, 
however, by making substitutions 
occasionally. 


Stuffed Frankfurters 


Mate a.good bread stuffing of 
crumbs, chopped: onion, a little 
powdered sage, and melted but- 
ter. Split frankfurters and stuff, 
then wrap cach one in a long 
strip of bacon and hold in place 
with toothpicks. Place in a pan, 
cook in a hot oven fifteen to

Got one and one-half pounds 
veal steak cut into thin slices.
